Goodin ran abou t 
on e-half block to his brother’s res­ 
tau ran t an d there 
fell 
ex hau sted 
from the loss of blood. 
He is em­ 
ploy ed as n ight marshal there. 
Goodin , 
in 
makin g 
his 
u su al 
rou n ds, saw a man crou chin g in a 
bu ggy that was stan din g at tlie hitch 
rack, an d made 
an 
in v estigation . 
The man attempted to pass himself 
off for a little boy an d told the m ar­ 
shal he was waitin g for his papa. 
Goodin ’s su spicion s 
were 
arou sed 
an d ju st as he pu t his han d on the 
man to compel him to sit u p, he was 
shot by some on e in the rear of the 
Mu tz hardware store. 
Goodin ran an d as he reached the 
main street fell. 
Citizen s who were 
arou sed by the report of 
the 
gu n 
wen t to his assistan ce, an d he was 
carried to a restau ran t, 
where 
a 
phy sician picked abou t twen ty shots 
ou t of Goodin ’s back. 
The robbers, three in all who had 
sev eral shotgu n s they 
had 
stolen 
from a hardware store, loaded an d 
stacked ou tside the rear door, got 
in to the bu ggy an d drov e hu rriedly 
in the direction 
of 
Su gar 
creek 
bridge. 
There they met with an ac­ 
ciden t. 
The bu ggy stru ck a part of 
the bridge an d the horse pu lled loose 
from the bu ggy . 
Then men then fled 
on foot. 
Gilbert Stafford, day m ar­ 
shal, started- in pu rsu it, an d the last 
report receiv ed was to the effect that 
Stafford had the men tracked to a 
woods where they were in hidin g. 
No plu n der was taken ex cept on e 
of the shotgu n s—the on e u sed by the 
bu rglar in shootin g the n ight m ar­ 
shal.

later. This bill is the third big legisla­ 
tiv e achiev ement o f the Taft adminis­ 
tratio n in this sessio n, the railro ad 
and the stateho o d bills already being 
o n the statu tes. 
This 
actio n 
by 
the senate 
also 
marked the cu lminatio n o f effo rts that 
hav e been made mo re o r less regu larly 
fo r thirty y ears fo r the establishment 
o f this banking sy stem. 
Po stm asters 
general hav e co me and go ne in the 
last q u arter o f a centu ry , and the mo st 
o f them hav e reco mmended so me so rt 
o f a p o stal sav ings bank sy stem. Many 
bills hav e been intro du ced in co ngress, 
bu t the su bject nev er 
made mu cn 
headway u ntil Mr. Taft threw the 
strength o f his adm inistratio n behind 
it in the p resent sessio n. 
The ado p tio n o f the sy stem has in 
fact finally been bro u ght abo u t in the 
face o f the indifference o f a large p art 
o f the Rep u blican p arty . 
It is the 
child o f circu mstances. 
The Rep u bli­ 
can p latfo rm ado p ted the p o stal sav ­ 
ings bank p lank as an o ffset to the 
Bry an 
go v ernment 
gu aranty 
p lan. 
W ith the Rep u blican p arty co mmitted 
to the sy stem, President Taft, fo llo w­ 
ing his o wn belief in its efficacy , has 
insisted against co nsiderable o dds that 
the p ledge he kep t. 
I'nder the terms 
o f the bill ju st p assed it will remain 
with the tru stees o f the p o stal sav ings 
bank dep o sits—the p o stm aster gener­ 
al, the atto rney general and the secre­ 
tary o f the treasu ry , to decide what 
p o sto ffices shall be au tho rized to take 
dep o sits. 
It is no t tho u ght that the 
sy stem will be ap p lied at the start to 
all p arts o f the co u ntry . 
The main 
p u rp o se o f the legislatio n, as President 
Taft has v iewed it, is to establish 
banking facilities fo r p o o r p erso ns in 
p arts o f the co u ntry which no w lack 
sav ings banks. 
In sp eaking o f the bill the p resident 
ackno wledged that the tru stees p ro ba­ 
bly wo u ld go slo w at first. 
They may 
in the beginning, it was saia, establish 
p o stal banks in o ne o r two cities o f 
the first class, in o ne o r two o f the sec­ 
o nd class, and so o n do wn the sev eral 
classes. The tru stees then may stu dy 
the resu lts o f the sy stem fo r a few 
mo nths in tho se sp ecial cases befo re 
attem p ting to ap p ly it mo re generally . 
The bill p ro v iding fo r the making 
p u blic camp aign co ntribu tio ns in co n­ 
gressio nal and natio nal electio ns has 
also been added to the list o f Taft 
m easu res p assed 
by co ngress. 
The 
senate co mmittee o n electio ns u nex ­ 
p ectedly rep o rted the bill, and it went 
thro u gh with a ru sh. 
The senate dis­ 
agreed with the ho u se p ro v isio n re­ 
q u iring the p u blicatio n o f co ntribu 
tio ns p rio r to electio n and ado p ted the 
su bstitu te o ffered by the senate co m­ 
m ittee o n 
p riv ileges and electio ns, 
which p ro v ides fo r p o st-electio n p u b­ 
licity . 
This thro ws the bill into co n­ 
ference, bu t there is little do u bt that 
an agreement will be reached so o n 
and that it will be added to the list o f 
Taft legislatio n befo re co ngress ad­ 
jo u rns.
